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BHNC INITIATES COMMUNITY 
DESIGN PROCESS FOR 
BAYSHORE BOULEVARD

Taking the cue from its annual 
Community Congress, the Bernal 
Heights Neighborhood Center has 
undertaken an effort to foster o commu¬ 
nity design process across the neighbor¬ 
hoods of Bernal Heights, 
Boyview/Hunters Point, Potrero Hill and 
Portolo to guide the fate of the 
Boyshore Boulevard corridor between 
Cesar Chavez and Industrial Streets. 

The goal is to bring together o wide 
array of community interests to design o 
thriving corridor akin to Geary 
Boulevard, which has high-traffic use 
yet is also ó 
community street 
with housing, 
small businesses 
and community 
services. BHNC 
leaders hope to 
hove the result¬ 
ing plan includ¬ 
ed in the 
Boyview/Hunters 
Point Project 
Area 

Committee's 
(BVHP PAC) 

Concept Plan by 
the end of the 
year, which will, 
in turn, hopefully 
be adopted by 
the 

Redevelopment 
Agency. 

The first of three community design 
workshops was held on Tuesday, July 
24th at St. Anthony's Parish Hall, and 
had over 85 participants. The room 
was broken up into eight work teams, 
each with a set of architectural building 
blocks and a flat map of the old 
Goodman Lumber/Whole Earth Access 
site. Each group designed from scratch 


a mixed-use (housing, "real" live/work, 
retail, apen space, cammunity service) 
development plan, and built a model of 
it with their design kits. The plans were 
then presented ta the whole gathering, 
with each group cheering for their cre¬ 
ative solution to meeting a variety of 
community needs. 

The next design workshop will be on 
August 11th (location TBA) and will 
expand its focus to the entire Corridor. 

It was suggested by the workshop's 
facilitator, Mike Pyatok of Pyatok 
Architects, that residents talk to the busi¬ 
nesses along Boyshore to find out what 
issues and desires they have around the 
design infrastructure 
of their street, so their 
ideas can be repre¬ 
sented (hopefully in 
person!) at the next 
session. 

BACKGROUND 

The matter of devel¬ 
opment along 
Boyshore Blvd. was 
raised initially by the 
closure of Whole 
Earth Access in 1999. 
BHNC leaders, who 
have always consid¬ 
ered Bernal's 
Boyshore border to 
be an important focus 
of attention, began 
meeting with repre¬ 
sentatives from the 
BVHP PAC and the 
Redevelopment agency in 2000. When 
Goodman Lumber announced its clo¬ 
sure in August of 2000, and the Center 
then learned in 2001 that the Home 
Depot Corporation of Atlanta, GA had 
secured an option to develop a megas¬ 
tore on the site, leaders prioritized the 
organizing of a community process. 

As reported in the last issue of the 

New Bernal Journal, 
the Neighborhood 
Center did extensive 
community surveying 
to record Bernal resi¬ 
dent and Cortland & 
Bayshore business 
opinion as to the 
future of the site, 
receiving an over¬ 
whelming response 
in favor of mixed-use 
development. 

BHNC's Board of 
Directors then crafted 
the following resolu¬ 
tion to be brought 
before the Center's 
membership at the 
annual Community 
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"hAayor Brown 
voiced his support 
for the effort and 
stated that Home 
Depot does not 
belong in Son 
Francisco at all." 



Congress: 

"Be it resolved that BHNC staff should 
move forward with the development of 
a planning concept for the Bayshore 
Corridor, and an alternative develop¬ 
ment proposal including a mixed-use 
housing and commercial design at the 
former Goodman Lumber/Whole Earth 
Access site. In developing the alterna¬ 
tive plan staff will work with the 
Boyview/Hunters Point PAC and other 
community representatives and groups 
in the three contiguous neighborhoods 
so that the proposal reflects the best 
interest of the community and has the 
support to win the necessary 
approvals." 

On Saturday, June 16th, this resolu¬ 
tion was put before the gathered BHNC 
membership, A one-hour break-out 
group of over 50 discussed the resolu¬ 
tion and the issues surrounding it. After 
the groups reported back, the resolution 
was unanimously passed. Mayor Brown 
voiced his support for the effort and 
stated that Home Depot does not belong 
in San Francisco at all. 

ALLIES... 

BHNC staff and leadership immedi¬ 
ately began to reach out to other com¬ 
munities bordering the Bayshore 
Corridor. Since the Neighborhood 
Congress, dozens of one-on-one meet¬ 
ings and group presentations have been 
made to explain the origins and inten¬ 
tions of the campaign, and to get cru¬ 
cial input on ally-building, organizing 
and outreach. 

The San Francisco Organizing 
Project, an organization made up of 
member parishes that has been a grow¬ 
ing force for affordable housing in the 
City, took an early interest in the cam¬ 
paign and has become a key partner in 
the design process. SFOP leaders from 
St. Elizabeth's in Portola, Providence 
Baptist irr Bayview and St. Anthony's in 
Bernal have all taken part in building 
the work of the campaign. 


Groups representing displaced musi¬ 
cians and other artists have also come 
on board, exploring opportunities to 
replace some of the rehearsal/studio 
space that has disappeared from the 
city by speculative development. 

Business leaders on Bayshore and 
Cortland have begun to reach out to 
their peers to discuss the long-term ben¬ 
efits of mixed use development over so- 
called "big-box" infusions along the 
Corridor. 

...AND OBSTACLES 

Unfortunately, the community may nat 
have a chance to realize its plans for 
the Bayshore Corridor, due to a process 
before the Planning Canimission 
process as this edition of the New 
Bernal Journal gaes to print. 

Several city neighborhaods have 
been under interim zoning controls that 
are due to expire this month. The 
Planning Department has made propos¬ 
als for each af these areas that suggest 
a new set of controls, some permanent, 
some temporary. In the Bayview, the 
Department has divided the area in twa 
parts - one to be put under permanent 
Industrial zoning status, and the other to 
be left to community planning. 

The area proposed for permanent 
Industrial zoning includes the Bayshore 
Corridor between Chavez and 
Industrial, and these zoning controls 
would prohibit any sort of'housing, 
live/work or office use of the area. This 
would preclude many of the ideas that 
have been raised in the cammunity for 
mixed usage of the Corridor, and would 
eliminate any possibility of the strip 
becoming a community-enriched area. 

Therefore, leaders in the campaign 
are trying to get the Bayshore Corridor 
"carved out" of the permanent zoning 
area and added to the rest of the open- 
future areas. Their request to do so has 
so far been rejected by Director Green, 
but residents

They are untied and free when their guardians 
go get coffee or dash into the local convenience store. May I remind you that we have small children in the neighborhood. It 
only takes a few seconds for a mauling to occur. Even if your dog is a good, nice dog, your pet is still an animal with sharp 
teeth. I understand a compromise needs to be reached when it comes to the right to exercise your dog in parks and beaches, but 
that shouldn't include public sidewalks. Maybe a fine for leash law violators should be imposed. Let's make this a safe place for 
all, especially the very young and very old.

The Day Labor Program:Two Viewpoints 

The Day Labor Program in San Francisco is at a crossroads. Since its inception in 1990, the program has grown in its scope and 
mission. The future of the program is a hotly contested issue in the city as a whole, but particularly in Bernal Heights and the 
Mission as the program is centered on the Cesar Chavez corridor. In the interest of generating a lively and well-informed discus¬ 
sion on this subject in our neighborhood, the New Bernal Journal solicited statements from representitives on either side of the 
issue. We hope that you the readers will find this comparison useful and that it will aide you in forming a thought out opinion, if 
you haven't already. -Ed 


A lthough there are those of us who are seen as being 
against the day labor program-the contrary is true - 
we are in favor of a day labor program but have diffi¬ 
culty accepting the drastic changes the current administrative 
agency made to it. What started out as a simple program 
designed to offer day laborers a sheltered and safe place to 
congregate has turned out to be place to house the administra¬ 
tive staff who would use it to build coalition for their own 
agenda. No one would argue against advocating for the immi¬ 
grant-legal or otherwise, but this was not the intention of this 
program and besides there are plenty of non-profit agencies 
doing just that. 

The program the Board of Supervisors funded 11 years ago 
was a solution that incorporated both the needs of the laborers 
as well as the needs of residents impacted. The program needs 
a mechanism for establishing dialog between residents and 
day workers where there is tension between the two groups. 
This dialog should be designed to alleviate the source of con¬ 
flict and not pit one against the other. Right now the contractors 
abuse the current situation and federal, state and local laws. 
Their hiring activity needs to be regulated to insure that the 
.public/tax payers are not subsidizing them directly or indirect¬ 
ly (i.e. avoiding the costs of doing business that other employ¬ 
ers must comply with thus contributing to the deteriorating 
quality of life). What we have instead is a publicly funded 
agency that left alone would develop a program devoid of 
public input and we have city officials who are more interested 
in building political capital than finding solutions to the issue. 
The mayor's office says the Board of Supervisors has the final 
say and the Board of Supervisors maintains it's the mayors 
decision. In the meantime day laborers are still at the mercy of 
those who pick them up off the streets and in the past 11 years 
we've spent about a million dollars doing nothing.

F or at least the past 30 years, day laborers, immigrant 
workers who are forced to look for temporary jobs in San 
Francisco after fleeing extreme economic hardship in their 
home countries, have been standing on Cesar Chavez Street 
looking for honest work. Currently, hundreds of day laborers 
stand everyday on sidewalks looking for work. At least a 
dozen each day are new arrivals. 

The San Francisco Day Labor Program was formed in 1 990 
by workers, neighbors, community advocates and others who 
wanted to provide these workers a safer, more structured way 
of finding work, while also ensuring access to services to meet 
the needs of this unique community. Since then, the Program 
has served approximately 100 workers each day with job 
referrals, know-your-rights education, job training, English 
classes, legal services, health services, and other services that 
meet the needs of the workers. Today, the Program refers an 
average of 20 jobs per day to the day laborers. 

But the Program has been unable to meet the needs of most 
day laborers standing on Cesar Chavez Street, because it is 
currently located away from the natural place where workers 
and employers meet. For the past 11 years, the Program has 
been hidden away at Franklin Square Park, at 17th and 
Hampshire Streets, in two small, portable trailers, without bath- 
roorns, running water or heat. 

The Day Labor Program recently signed a lease to rent the 
storefront portion of 3358 Cesar Chavez Street (between 
Mission and Van Ness). It is a perfect place to start a day 
laborer hiring hall and service center. This site will improve the 
conditions of the community and of the workers by creating a 
dignified, indoor space where day laborers can access jobs' 
and resources. The Program will also be better able to respond 
to neighbors' concerns regarding street cleanliness and safety. 

Supporters of the move include the Bernal Heights Congress, 
the Bernal Heights Neighborhood Center, the San Francisco 
Archdiocese, the San Francisco Labor Council, St. Anthony's 
Church, and many other residents of the neighborhood. 

The Day Labor Program was never intended to serve as a 
"worker warehouse." The Program and the neighborhood 
have never supported the forced removal of the day laborers 
from the street, into a building. At its new location, the 
Program will continue to provide quality services to the workers 
and will continue to outreach to them on the street so that their 
rights are protected.

The event, which was free 
to both job seekers and job presenters, took place on June 7th from 4pm to 7pm, 
with attendees filling out raffle entries up to the lost minute. 

The crowd was beautiful and diverse, ranging in age from 10 to 55. Most were . 
young' job seekers between the ages of 16 and 24 and they had much to choose 
from in the way of employment. 

Nineteen organizations filled the dining rcxjm at the back of the Neighborhood 
Center presenting job opportunities, training programs, educational ideas and pos¬ 
sibilities to the at-risk young people from Bernal Heights and the surrounding areas.! 
The Jamba Juice contingent offered coupons and conducted job interviews outside 
on the patio. KMEL Radio and the SFO Employment Center passed out bumper 
stickers and bags, along with job applications. Other businesses represented 
include Gap, Telecom and UPS (one of the event sponsors). Several community- 
based organizations were on hand to share services and employment options as 
well. SLUG (San Francisco League of Urban Gardeners), Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts - Young Artists at Work, San Francisco Conservation Corps, California 
Lawyers for the Arts and MYEEP (Mayor's Youth Education and Employment 
Program) all provided unique and interesting ideas for youth. Job Corps- 
Admissions for Women, Edgewood Center for Children and Silicon Valley College 
introduced opportunities for those 18 and older. The BHNC posted over 25 new job 
listings and had a sign-up sheet and for the Youth Employment Services Program 
which offers free employment assistance to at-risk youth ages 1 ó to 24. 

An hourly raffle surprised some job seekers with pen sets, planners and gift cer¬ 
tificates from neighborhood hot spots Bernal Beast, Blumengarten, Heartfelt and 5 
Star Video. 

Lately, the BHNC Job Developer has been calling participants to see how the job 
search is coming. Several are employed, some ore utilizing the employment servic¬ 
es offered at the BHNC, and all have mentioned what a great time they had at the 
Job Fair.

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Progress Report bn 30th Street 
BART

Progress is underway on determining the feasibility of a BART station at the 
intersection of 30th and Mission Streets. Thanks to the help of BART Director Tom 
Radulovich and Assemblyperson Carole Migden, the State of California has grant¬ 
ed $400,000 to BART for the study of a possible "in-fill" BART station between the 
BART stations at Glen Park and 24th Street, right at the foot of Bernal Heights'. 

Earlier this summer, Caltrans forwarded the $400,000 to BART for studying thé 
engineering constraints and other technical feasibility issues related to constructing 
a BART station BART engineers are now reviewing several alternatives and plan 
to report on the two most feasible options for further study to community members 


in the Bernal Heights, Outer Noe Valley and Fairmount neighborhoods in October 
2001. With the community feedback from this meeting, the engineers will then 
review the two alternatives in greater detail and hope to present the draft findings 
to the community at another meeting in the beginning of the year 2002.

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Never Too Late for 
Spring Cleaning

Summer's already here, but a lot of us, like San 
Francisco resident and nursing student Gillian 
Droeger, still haven't quite finished spring cleaning. 

"I started cleaning and discovered boxes of maga¬ 
zines from about 1978, nobody's read them, covered 
with 2 inches of dust," Droeger said with a laugh. 
"Okay, I can't move around this part of the garage 
anymore, it's time to make a trip!" 

One of the recycling trips she makes is to the 
Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection center on Tunnel 
Road near 3Com Park. She's 
been going there for years to 
drop off her used motor oil 
from her car. Droeger derives 
a lot of satisfaction from 
doing her own auto mainte¬ 
nance. "Oil changes, hoses 
and clamps — it's so easy, it 
makes no sense to pay some¬ 
one $70 or $80 to do it," 
she said. 

But there's now an easier 
way for Gillian Droeger and 
other, "do it yourselfers" to 
get used motor oil, oil filters, 
car batteries, and even household latex paint removed 
from their homes. The City of San Francisco's Solid 
Waste Management Program now offers free pickup 
of those materials at the doorstep. 

There are a few simple rules. Motor oil must be 


poured into a secure plastic container, and drained oil 
filters must be put into a sealed, leak-proof plastic 
bag. There's a limit of five gallons of oil, and seven 
gallons of latex paint per pickup. Just call for an 
appointment and an operator will give you instruc¬ 
tions. 

It's a winning proposition for residents and for the 
environment, because the used motor oil and latex 
paint gets recycled instead of going into the trash— or 
our precious water. One gallon of motor oil poured 
down a drain can pollute up to one million gallons of 
water in our creeks, bay or the ocean. So you can see 
why recycling these materials is so important. And 
now it is easier than ever. 

When you're cleaning out your garage, you may 
find leftover bug spray, maybe darkroom chemicals 

from that photo class, or some old 
asbestos tiles. 

What to do with all that other 
household waste — those clean¬ 
ers, pesticides and solvents? 

For safety and environmental 
reasons, it's against the law to 
dispose of these hazardous 
wastes in your garbage can or 
drains. For a fee, the City will 
pick up those materials, by 
appointment, or you can 
drop them off for free at the 
Household Hazardous 
Waste Facility. Yes, the 
drive-through collection 
service is absolutely free for 
San Francisco residents with proof of residency, 
such as a utility bill or driver's license. And 70 
percent of those materials can be recycled. 

You don't even have to leave your car. Just 
make sure your materials are in tightly lidded 


containers that are clearly labeled. Put the hazards in 
a sturdy box, lined with newspaper. Asbestos must be 
wrapped in the equivalent of four heavy garbage 
bags, and you can't bring more than 30 pounds per 
bag. 

For seniors or the disabled, jt can be difficult to 
make the trip to a drop-off site. That's why pickup of 
household hazardous waste is free for those residents. 
Pickup is by appointment, so plan ahead. 

Like Gillian Droeger, Nancy Tucker has made the 
trip from her home to the hazardous materials collec¬ 
tion site. She recently brought in several gallons of 
paint left over from when she repainted her home. 

Now she says she may take advantage of the City's 
new free pickup program. And, like most of us, she's 
collected old cleaning chemicals, batteries and some 
fluorescent lamps over the years, so she's going to pay 
the $35 fee to have everything conveniently picked up 
at her home. 

It's never too late for spring cleaning! 

To set an appointment for any of these pickup servic¬ 
es, call 1-800-449-7587. the Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Facility is located on Tunnel Avenue 
off the 3Com Park exit from southbound Highway 
101. It is open Thursday-Saturday, 8 AM to 4 PM. For 
more information call 554-3400.

Progressive Grounds under new management

An established Cortland tradition, with an enchanting "secret" garden and a 
comfortable room in back. Progressive Grounds had somewhat lost its charm due 



to poor or haphazard service. New owners Marko Boujebha and Aziz Benarafa, 
originally of Morocco, have energetically set about to change all that. 

Remembering how it looked (and felt) before. Progressive Grounds now appears 
like the "after" photos in a shelter publication remake article. Aziz and Marko 
have painted the back room a soft inviting yellow, and refashioned it, creating an 
intimate haven for discussion and reflection. The fireplace has been painted a 
warm red, which is complemented by stained wooden wainscotting on the left- 
hand wall. A wrap-around bench, covered in soft cushions, and lovely hand-built 
wooden tables have replaced the eclectic former seating arrangements. Designed 
by Aziz and constructed by Marko, the interior is a collaborative effort. Framed 
photographs line one wall, which they plan to turn into a gallery. A box of toys, 
and a collection of books make the back room a cozy destination for children and 
adults alike. 

Marko's wife, Maggie, replanted the garden and the space is now framed by a 
beautiful fence, making it much safer for little people. The patio area has been 
tiled. Sitting outside you could imagine yourself in Italy, instead of Bernal Heights. 
The murals in the front room will eventually be painted over to provide more 
gallery space, for revolving shows of local artists' paintings and photographs. Aziz 
said he envisions showing films during the winter months, and is working with Four 
Star Videos next door to make that happen. 

The bathroom has been spiffed up and even has a framed picture hanging on the 
wall outside the tiny window. A beautiful sheesham wood mirror hangs over the 
sink. No detail has been left to chance. 

In around a month, sandwiches will be added to the menu, including croque 
monsieur, roasted turkey with sundried tomato pesto, melted tuna on lavash bread, 
broiled chicken breast with tarragon sauce and grilled zuccinis plus some 
Moroccan dishes and Mediterranean staples such as Greek salad, tabouli and 
humus with pita bread. Aziz spent 15 years in Paris, as a chef, 3 in Belgium and 
some time at a Sheraton Hotel in Hawaii, and he formerly had Alhambra, a cater¬ 
ing business in San Francisco. He's excited about formulating the menu and occa¬ 
sionally adding special dishes. 

Progressive Grounds is currently open Monday through Friday from 6:30 a.m. to 
7 p.m. and Saturdays and Sundays from 7:30 a.m. to 7 p.m. They plan on staying 
op>en later in the evenings and would eventually like to offer dancing and music. 

Realizing the full potential of this wonderful space, Aziz and Marko have long- 
range plans. If you haven't visited in a while, check out Progressive Grounds and 
wish these two entrepreneurs well. They are anxious to create a comfortable spot 
with great food, coffee and thoughtful service. They are off to a great start.

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Bernal Heights Loses Great 
Friend of Community

On July 7th Randy Haves, the former principal of Paul Revere Elementary 
School died while in Sweden of cardiac arrhythmia {heart attack). He was only 47 
years old, husband of Barbro his wife of 21 years, and the father of Sam, age 
fourteen and Max, age ten. 

Randy was principal at Paul Revere from 1992 to 2000. In October 2000, he 
took a medical leave to deal with his high blood pressure and the stress of being 
the principal of a 500 plus student school. Randy believed that it took more than 
just the school community to educate a child. Prior to his medical leave, Randy 
worked closely with the Bernal Heights Neighborhood Center to develop a part¬ 
nership between the school and the greater community. He started in 1992 work¬ 
ing to establish a homework club partially funded by the BHNC's Neighborhoods 
In Transition - A Multi Cultural Partnership (NIT-AMP) project. Later he lobbied to 
join the BHNC's Greater Mission Consortium (GMC) which provided additional 
monies for the homework club and the expansion of the Mission YMCA to Paul 
Revere. He later lobbied the BHNC to assign a gang prevention counselor to Paul 
Revere. 

Many will remember Randy for his gentleness, giving, caring, and sense of 
humor. I will always remember him sitting in the dunk tank at the annual Fiesta on 
the Hill street fair promoting Paul Revere, helping organize Paul Revere's partici¬ 
pation in the Bernal annual holiday toy giveaway, and playing the guitar for his 
students on the stage at the school cafeteria. I also will remember him not wanting 
to fight the SFUSD administration about his reassignment in summer of 1999 but 
students, parents, teachers, staff, and community members wanted him to remain 
at the school. The community joined forces and won his reap^intment as well as 
a co-principal. Not all of the staff at Paul Revere wanted Randy to return and this 
led to a difficult situation at the school which Randy found hard to deal with and 
took his leave in October of 2000. 

V/hile Randy was not the perfect administrator, he always put his students first 
and cared for their well being. He always wanted to bring up all students test 
scores and attract Bernal families who were choosing non Bernal schools. I would 
see him driving east on Cortland at 7:00 AM and west on Cortland at 7:00 PM. 
He was a sensitive and committed guy; one most of us would want as a friend. I 
was happy to hear in June, he had been assigned to Visitation Valley Middle 


School as vice principal for Fall 2001. I'm sure this was not the assignment Randy 
wanted but I was glad he was moving past his Paul Revere experience. 

Randy not only leaves his immediate family but also his father and step mother 
Hyman and Ethel Hayes of Los Angeles, his sister Maeera Mougin and family on 
Long Island, and stepsisters Jerri Linn of San Anselmo and Laurie Linn Ball in 
Santa Barbara. 

A Bernal "celebration of his life" is tentatively scheduled for Friday, September 
7th from 6:00 - 8:00 PM at the Bernal Heights Neighborhood Center located at 
515 Cortland Avenue, if you would like to help plan the event, or would like addi¬ 
tional information please contact Mauricio Vela at 206-2140 ext.

able meetings with two Planning Commissioners to discuss the matter, and are 
seeking meetings with the other Commissioners. 

If the proposal comes before the Commission as is, the goal is to have a 
Commissioner introduce an amendment carving out the Bayshore strip. That way, 
even if the amendment is rejected by the Commission as a whole, it can still be 
adopted by the Board of Supervisors without further approval from the 
Commission. The Board undertakes an approval process of new zoning if it makes 
changes to the city's Planning Code. 

The other obstacle to securing the Goodman Lumber site for mixed-use develop¬ 
ment is that the site is privately owned - by Joan Goodman-Zimmerman - and not 
in the City's hands to develop in the best interests of the community. Ms. 
Goodman-Zimmerman is apparently only leasing, not selling, the site, and presum¬ 
ably wants the highest profit/lowest hassle option. Attempts are being made to 
reach her to discuss the best possible uses of the site.
